As Newspapers Go, 
So Goes a Town 


THE CIRCULATION of newspapers in the 
United States is at an all-time high—59 million 
daily. This is a sign that the country is healthy, 
too, for a growing newspaper almost always in- 
dicates a growing community and state. 

Most newspaper readers realize that the 
American press is an integral part of any com- 
munity, performing a wide variety of services 
in addition to’ informing and entertaining the 
public. 

Newspapers said Mark Ferree, president of 
the American Newspaper Publishers Assn., at 
a recent convention, promote "better govern- 
ment, public health, and welfare of young people 
and rescue of the distressed.” 

Commenting on the newspaper's role in the 
community, the Augusta Herald recently said: 
“We doubt whether any community could pros- 
per without newspaper support of its Chamber 
of Commerce, its local business activities, Scouts, 
Red Cross, 4-H clubs, United Fund, its schools 
and churches, veteran services and numerous 
other activiti 

But perhaps the most penetrating appraisal 
of the newspaper came from a six-year-old girl 
who wrote to an editor in California the follow- 
ing: 

"Newspapers. We need them so we can know 
who reks and drownds and who shoots some- 
body. And who wants a house and who dies or 
gets a baby. It tells if your dog is lost. They 
are good on shelves and to make bond fires. 

“They also go under a baby’s plate and to 
keep dogs off things. You can wrap potato peel- 
ings in them. You can put one when you de- 
frost. They tell about shows and how much 
things are." 

The editor added this P. S.‘ "Diana, they 
are good to swat things with, like flies and 
public officials and things."
